dergarten through Grade I3. 

The principal and staff 
| are responsible for the follow- 
ing: 

-curriculum development: 
teachers may cooperate in a 
specific subject area to develop 
an integrated program for 
studenta from grades 7 - !0. 

- professional development: 
the ASG has the responsibility 
to prepare development programs | 
for the staffs of the schools. 


-budget allocation: the ASG 
may re-deploy funds alloted to 
it in the way it deems will best 
serve the family of schools.

DESERONTO HERO HONOURED 


Last Sunday at noon, an 
historical plaque commemorating 
Captain George Fraser Kerr, 
V.C., M.C., M.M., was 
unveiled in Centennial Park. 
This plaque is one of a series 
being erected throughout the 
province by the Historical 
and Museums Branch, Ministry 
of Colleges and Universities. 

The inscription on the 
plaque reads: 

CAPTAIN GEORGE 

FRASER KERR, V.C., 

M.C.,M.M., 1895- 

1929 

Born in Deseronto, Kerr 
attended schools here and in 
Toronto. With the outbreak of 
the first World War he enlisted 
on September 22, 1914, with 
the 3rd Battalion, Canadian 
Expeditionary Force and arriv- 
ed in France the following 
February. He won the Military 
Medal at Mount Sorrel on 
June 13, 1916, the Military 
Cross at Amiens on August 18, 
1918, and a Bar to the latter 
award at Queont later that 
summer. The Victoria Cross, 
the British Empire's highest 


decoration for valour, was 
awarded to Kerr for his exemp- 
lary daring and leadership at 
Bourlon Wood on September 


27, \918. He out-flanked a 
machine-gun position and 
later, far in advance of his 
troops, he rushed a strong point 
and single-handedly captured 
four machine-guns and thirty- 
one prisoners. 

Born at Deseronto, June 8, 


1895, Kerr was the son of John 
James Kerr, who operated a 
dry-goods store in the town. 
George started school in Des- 
eronto, but when he was about 
eight years of age, the family 
moved to Toronto. 

Kerr's distinguished service 
with the Canadian Expeditionary 
Force ended on July 16, 1919 
when he wos declared medically 
unfit and struck off strength. 
He returned home as one of 
Canada's most decorated sold- 
iers. 

Following the war, Kerr 
was employed as manager of 
Lewis, Lazarus and Sons, metal 
suppliers in Toronto. He died 
on Dec. 8, 1929 of carbon 
monoxide poisoning while 
sitting in his car waiting for 
the engine to warm up. Kerr 
was buried with distinguished 
military honours in Mount 
Pleasant Cemetary, Toronto.
